further effort. Considering the projudices 
of tho people, it is remerkable how well 
the railways. linve been partronised. As 
illustrating how freely facilities aro availed 
of as noon as they are offered, the Inspec- 
tor of Customs at Canton reports that the 
small lino recently opened between Can- 
ton and Samshui eyried in 190 nearly 
two and three-quarter millions of pas- 
sengers, That experienco is cortainly 
of good angury for the line now 
about te be — constructed im * that 
part of tho country. The only cum 
pitition to which the Canton, Kowloon lins 
js subject is that of water’ traffic, but, ac 
the railway is about seven times as fast as 
the boats now running, it is elivious that

CHINESE EMIGRATION: 


” Foiling Recruiters. 


The Hon, Me-A. W. Browin thuscom- 
menta on emigrition ‘in his report for 
i006 — ; 

“On tye occasions during the year I 
have visited “chips taking Chineso third 
class passengers to tho Straits Settlements 
and havo been successful in sletecting a 
certain number -of cases in which anen or 
boys were being taken abroad under false 
pretences. It is expected an opportunity, 
will soon ‘bo “given to discus the ‘hole 
aestion of emigration to the. Straitd Sot- 
tloments with. tho Secretary for Chincae 
Affairs in that Colony. 

"On 3 third ocension Sergeant Grant 
brought off from a ship cleven mon who 
were unwilling to proceed on their journey;

to Hongkong hac disappéared, and the

_ “Hongkong is also direotly interested 
in emigration of Chinese to British North 
Borneo, As far ns I liavo an opportunity 
of jucems, emigration of labourotrs to that 
Colony from Hongkong docs not seem to 
bo very flourishing. The class of men who 
nOo¥, ae compare very unfavourably with: 
the“Hakka farm-lnbourers who paed to 
recruited some years ago, but the terms 
offered on the tobacco-plantations do- not 
seem attractive enough, In the Canton 
river delta the farm-lebourer receives $36 5 
year and beard and lodging, and something 
ore thon that will bo needed to attract 
good labourers. In June a number of 
coolies were disenvercd--on board the 8.8, 
Mausang bound for British North Borneo. 
They were shut up in tho whecl-house and 
forepeak. Thoy had all been questioned 
bofore erobarkation and had expressed their 
willingness to go. 

‘There is no direct omigmtion to 
Samoa from Hongkong, but .it is belioved 
coolies arc taken from the ueighourhood of 
Hongkong an@ Cantou to Swatow and 
embarked there. In June a pleeard was 
found posted in Queen's Road purporting 
to be a letter addressed by a. Chinese 
labourer in Samoa’ to “his clansmen, com- 

laining of ill-treatajent. The omigration 
rom Swatow appears {fo -be conducted 
undér regulations made by tho Chinese 
Local Authorities. :

-Significant Proclamation in 
Manchuria. — 


A Mukden dispatch to the ** Asahi” state 
that the agitationy on tho part of the 
Mukdon authorities for the recovery of 
Chinese uatiqnal: autonomy bave become 
greatly intone of late. On the 26th 
instant, continues the dispatch, he. Pre- 
fects of all districts im Manchuria, acting 
undor the instructions-of Mukden General 
Chow, issued n proclamation prohibiting 
the people under their respective jurisdic 
tions fron selling mines to the Japanose. 

Tho proclamation is to the effect that 
the mines now worked by the Japanese 
fave - beou. ~ acquired: by them under 
private contracts. ‘Fhis action of tho Jap- 
‘aneso, it is contended, is an infraction 
of the . Treaty, -and negotiations are 
now _ii, progress: bebween’ the’ Japanese 
Minister in-Poking and the Chinese.

procetdirig caused a cortain amount of 
priyate comment, but, #0 fair as wo know, 
no public protest was made. At Yokohama. 
a similax incident appears to havo been ree 
garded moro sorlously, From: u lengthy 
and’ rather vituporative leading article in 
yeatorday's “Japan Advertiser,” wo learn, 
thutthrecoftheTobaccoMonopoly’ soflicials, 
accompanied by-an intorproter and two 
policomen, visited tho Yokohauin United 
Club. and . asked - permission’ to. search 
tho premises, which was refused. Whiat 
followed “-is thun doscxibed, by our 
Yokohama contemporary: —* hoy curtly 
intimated that force would; if, neces: 
sary,. he cinployed. Neod must, . ote, 
‘and the Seorotury thorcupon: placed the | - 
key in a ‘corlain place,’ accosible to 
the myrmidons of .the ‘Tabacco’ Monopoly 
Buroau, while at the eamv timo very cloarly 
intimating' that he neither granted nor 
withheld the fornial liconco demanded, and 
that the searcher mustact entirely upon 
their own responsibility. The result of this 
solemn though prepostorous farce wns that 
the searchers seize some fifteen boxes of 


-cigars, the balk of-which bore the old 


stamp of the Bureau, while a few had no 
stamp, for the good and sulficiont reason 
that they had heen iniported long before 
this precious movopoly law was . proz 
mulgated.” 

The “Japan Advertiser” then proceeds to 
animadvert. in vory strong terms upon 
the action of the Tobacco Ollice mw 
instituting a svarch of a foreign Club 
without, apparently, any sufficiont justi- 
fication for such a procecding. © We 
certainly do not think that any good 
purpose is served by indulging in lan- 
guagy 6 calculated lo irritate Jupanoso 
susceptibilities as that omployed hy 
our contemporary at the Northern 
port, but, on tho other hand, the 
searching of reputable Cluhs is indubit- 
ably a very high-haded proceeding 
and has an unpleasant resemblance to an 
insulting’ imputation on the. foreign 
community. Lt alsosets upa vory undesir- 
able precedent, for if auch a course is held 
to bo justifiable there seems to bo nothing 
to provent mmilar violation of private 
forcign domicilos being resorted to by over- 
zealous officinis, It nisy bo, it ia true, 
that tho Tobacco Office has not excceded 
its strict legal powera, Article XXV. of 
the Constitution, which guarantees the 
inviolability of dwellings, especially excopts 
“the cases provided for in the law.” In’ 
the instance under diseussion, the legal 
provision held to be applicable is under- 
stood to he Article 20 of tho National 
fax Collection Law which reads as 
follows :—- rs 

“ Art. XX.—In case a Revenue Ofiicor 


seizes upon the property of a porson ‘who |' 


has failed to pay tho tax, ho mgy cause the 
Intter's dwelling, godown, oe baxen; to bo 
oxamined, any closed doors or trunks to 
bo oponed, or personally open tho same. 
‘This provision 1s also'applicable to a third 
person who holds the proporty of the ‘per- 
son who failed to-pay the us, and refuses 
to.deliver it, 

“Similar aieps may be taken by 6 
Revenue Ofico there is reason to 


suspect that the yoois for: tho ‘person-f. 


whoso taxey reimni: 
within the dwellings, godowny, or trunks 
of a third person. ** 

“Tho examination, however, of the 
dwellings, godowns, or tranks, in accordance: 
with thetwo preceding parag aphs,shall only 
be effected between sunrise and sunset.” 

It is nol, hewever, quite cléar that this 
Article covers the nection of the Tobaeco 
“Monopoly off at Kobe aud Yokohama, 
In neither case does it appear that tho 
aflicints had any real “reasou to suspect” 
that goods on which taxation | had not been 

paid were being “concealed.” They seem 
to have simply, asserted a general right to 
make an inquisition. In any ‘case, we can- 
not but thi 
to pursuo an unnecessarily offensive 
coursv, A request to the Club authorities 
for information as to the tobacco on the 
premises would doubtless have boen readily 
responded to,and the appearance of casting 
an insulting doubt on tho. integrity of 
foreign gentlomen of good standing would 
thus have been avoided.. The opisode, it 
may bo added, affords‘another instance of 
the unreality of the Constitutional iar 
antwe of th jolability of. tho doinicile, 
TheJapan etn to revard coptravuntions 
of tho spirit of this principle with equani- 
mity, but it is greatly. to ho hoped that the 
Ankhorities will not inake: tho mistako of 
yrosing that. forbigners aro equally 


paid, are concealed
